on the coasts and in the ports of each other, 
and the term of one year to those who dwell 
iw the interior, to arrange their business, and 
tran-port their effects wherever they please, 
giving to them the safe conduct necessary for 
It, ivhicy may serve as a sufficient protection 
until ihey arrive at the designated port. The 
citizens and subjects of all other ocenpations 
who may Le established in the territories or 
dominions of the United States; and of the 
Km|.irc of Brazil, shall be respected and main- 
latnl d in the foil enjoyment of their personal 
liberty and property, unless their particular 
i-imdiiel shall cause them to roricit thisprotec- 
tiuii, which in consideration of huinamly, Uic 
ciinlracting parties engage to give them. 

Article xXVl. 

NcltbeT the debts due from the indisiduals 
of til'- one nation, lo the individuals of the 
other, nor shares nor money, which they mny 
hnv«. in publiu fund-, nor in publia or private 

banks, shall ever in any event of war or na¬ 
tional difference be setiuestrated or contisca- 
ted. . , , 

Article XXVIl. 

Both the contracting parties being desirous 
of avoiding *11 inequality in relation to their 
public comiininicatinns and official intercourse, 
have agreed and do agree, to grant to their 
Kiivoys, Ministers, nnd other public Agents 
the same favors, iiiimuuilies and exemptions 
which those of tlic most favored nation do, or 
shall enjoy; it being undemlootl, that whatever 
favors, immunities or privileges the United 
Sl.iti;s of America or the Kmp re of Brazil may 
lind it pro|ier to give the Ministers and Public 
Agents of any other |x>wor, shall, by tlie same 
act, he extended to those of each of the con 
tracting parties. 

Article XXVHI. 

To make more effectual the protcclionwhicli 
the United States and the Kmpire of Brazil 
shall afford in future to the navigation and 
commerce of the citizens and subjects of each 
other, they agree to receive and admit Consuls 


and Vice Consuls in all the ports open to for¬ 
eign eoinmeree, who shall enjoy in them nil 
the rights, prerogative, and immunities, of the 
Consuls and Vice Consuls of the most favored 
naliui.s: each contracting party however, re¬ 
maining at liberty to except those ports and 
places in which tlie admission and residence of 
su-jIi Consuls may not seem convenient. 

Article XXIX. 

In order that the Consuls nnd Vice Consuls 
of the two contracting parties, may enjoy tlie 
rights, prerogatives, and immunities, which 
belong to them, by their public character, 
they shall before entering on the exercise of 
tiieir functions, exhibit tlu-ir commissions or 
patent indue form,to the govemincnltu which

Article XXXIII. 

The United Stales of America, and the 
F.nipcror of Brazil desiring to make as dura¬ 
ble as circumstances will permit, the relations 
which arc to be establisbe»riietween the two 
parties by virtueof this tceaty. or general con¬ 
vention of |)care,amity commerce & navigation, 
have declared solemnly and doagrec tu the fol¬ 
lowing points. 

1st. The present treaty shall he in force 
for twelve years from the date hereof, and lur- 
tber until tlic end of one year after either ol 
the contracting powers shall given notice lo 
tlie other, of its intention to terminate tlie 
same: each of the contracting p.srlies reserving 
lo ilsclfthc right of giving such notice to the 
other, at the end of said term of twelve years: 
and it is hereby agreed between them, that on 
the expiration of one year after such notice shall 
have been received by eitlicr, from the other 
party, this treaty in all tlic parts relating to 
commerce and navigation, shall allliogcthcr 
cease and determine, and in all Uiose parts 
which.relate to peace and friendship, it shall 
be jiemijiionlly and perpetually binding on 
both powers. 

2dly. If any one or more of the citizens or 
subjects of either party shall infringe any of 
the articles of this treaty, such citizen or sub¬ 
ject shall hii held pcrsoually responsible for the 
same, and the harmony and good correspon¬ 
dence between the nations shall nut he inter¬ 
rupted thereby; each jiarty engaging in no way 
to protect tlie offender, orsanctiou such viola- 
tiofl. 

Sdly. If fwhich, indeed cannot be expec¬ 
ted,) imfortunalely, any of the ai tides contain¬ 
ed in the present troutr, shall he violated or 
infringed in any way whatever, it is expressly 
stipulated, that neither of the contracting par¬ 
ties will order or authorize any acts of reprisal, 
nor declare war against the other, on coin- 
plaliils of injuries or damages until the said 
party eonsidering itself offended, shall firsthave 
presented tu the other a statement of such in¬ 
juries ordamages, verilied by competent proof, 
and deni.anded justice and satisfaction, and the 
same shall have been cither refused, or unrea¬ 
sonably delayed. 

iJthly. Nothing in this treaty contained shall 
however, be construed, to o|icrate contrary to 
former and existing treaties with other sove¬ 
reigns or states. 

The present treaty of peace, amity, com¬ 
merce and navigation, shall he approved and 
ratified by tlie President of the United States I 
by and with the ads ice and consent of the Sen¬ 
ate thereof, and by the Kmper r of Brazil, and 
the ratitications shall be exchanged within 
eight months from the. date of tlie signature 
hereof, or sooner if po.saible. 

In faith whereof we the ricnipoliaries of the 
United States of.Aroericu, and his Majesty the 
F.inperor of Brazil, have signed and sealed 
these presents.

Convention has been duly ratifieil on both parts, 
and the res{)cctive ratilicniions of the same 
have, this day, been exchanged, at Washing¬ 
ton, by James A. Hamilton, Acting Secretary 
of State of tlie United States, and the Clie- 
valier Je.

Now, therefore, be it known,tliat I, .\.xnitEw

therof may be oliscrvcd and fnlfilled with good 
fuitli hy tlie United States and the citizens 
thereof 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal uf the United States 
to he affixed. 

Done at the City of Washlngton, this cigh- 
tventli day of March, in the year rf our 
[ L. s. 1 Lortl one thousand eight hundred and 


The sa 
ving of milk will amply pay for the trouble, 
and the calf will not be stinted in size. 1 think 
we err in permitting calves to suck too much at 
lirst, even when intended for the butcher, tliey 
fat belter by beginning moderately, and increa¬ 
sing gradually, as gorging is injurious to the 
brute creation as well as lt> the human race. 

I.et a man purchase an animal as prepared 
and presented at our cattle showrs for premi¬ 
um, stuffed and pampered for the occasion 
then let him feed fairly as a good farmer would 
and ought to feed, and before the next cattle 
show, the animal would be like the kan kinc 
of I’haraoh. Vou see I differ from many guoil 
men as to the condition in which animals 
should he exhibited at our cattle shows—I do 
not mean the cattle as fatted for beef, altliough 
in that case I should lean to the farmer who 
presented well fatted beef at the least expense. 

I have Uioiight it belter to have rather small 
enclosures of grass for calvis.and change them 
every two or three weeks. If tlie li’.ed should 
he sl'iort or the dies so troublesome aslo prevent 
their eating in the ilay lime, feed with a quart 
of wheat bran or three pints per day—if no 
hran, a pint of Indian meal—some crusts of 
bread occasionally of which they soon become 
fond. [ am full/ of opinion calves should be 
so fed ns to keep them in a growing state, but 
never gorged, or pampered. It frequently oc¬ 
curs that they require a ve^ small piece of 
their tail cut off; the necessity is ascertained 
by pulling the tail, and if the bones arc loe.se 
and the skin spongy, cutting is necessary; they 
are what liirmers terra tail sick. They should 
he provided with .salt to lick when they pleaio. 

I u'se the crude lump salt from Utverjiool; my 
cattle of every description liuk it freely. It is 
economy to use it. and I think it answers the 
piiqxise quite as well as white and granulated 
salt that IS more expensive—you can see some 
of it at my form in Byelield. 

The age at which they should have tlieir 
first calf does not appear to be settled, as 1 
lind farmers disagree, some prefeiring two 
years old past, or the month ol June succeed 
mg tlie spring when they were two years ojd 
otliers three years old past—I am rather in 
dined to prefer the latter age, unless the calf 
grows rapidly, and has attained great size 
and may he considered a forward animal. Nev¬ 
er allow a heifer to calve till June; the very 
last of the month is picferable; they will tlien 
have a llow of nutritious grass feed widch will 
swell the udder, give health and strength and 
un!:>3 a violent and cold rain storm no injury 
arises from calving in the pastures.—I have 
thought it best to lise hows, straps, or stanchi¬ 
ons, to tie them up as it is termed; the first 
fall they are brought to the barn, I have had 
practised, (and my father before me wlio w as re 
markably fond of them, and an excdlent judg< 
of their qualities) handling the udder almost 
every morning, when tied up, feeling (he teats 
and, if I may use the term, make believe milk- 
ing, if ilone gently, it will save (rouble, which 
frequently happens with heifers with the lir.st 
If.—I think I have known several sjioiled for 
want of this attention, and were of no value 
as milch cows—requiring their legs tied, and 
were not milked well, becoming Uie terror of 
female and finally of male milkers. 

I believe you w ill think full enough has tieen 
written on this subject, and that 1 may as well 
proceed to answer your inquiry respecting Mrs. 
Griffith's hire—I have never used one, but I 
have no duulit tlic maimer of securing the liot- 
toro is a great iraprovemciit, as the eggs lodg¬ 
ed by the hec moth ran bo daily cleared off;

But Mr. Culbreth was employed, and cmplov 
ed too when he was in the receipt of a salary 
of $1500 per annum. As he was a public od . 
cer, and received a salary fully adequate to 
the service of any Clerk, if he had lime to do 
Uiis work, over and above his other duties, tU 
Governor and Council ought to have dircette. 
him, as tlieir Clerk, to do it. If be had no: 
time, they ought to hare employed some otlit.r 
It seems that Mr. Culbreth bad titiu.. 
or at least undertook to do the work, in adiii 
lion to his ordinary duties. If he promised to 
do the work when he knewr he could not, hr 
practised on Uie Governor tho most barefactil 
fraud. 

Mr. CulhreUi did promise to do the ivotlr; 
and said that it was worUi $5,117 25 to do i-. . 
The Governor and Council trusting ui Uie in. 
rity of Mr. Culbreth, employed him at ilic 
ice be said the work was worth. What doct 
do? He calls to bis aid Joseph Mayo, on': 
of the very men employed to record these pu. 
pers; one of the very men whom tho Govci 
norund Council could not trust to examine Uicit 
own work, and employs Mayo to examine the 
records for him. But Mr. Culbreth when he 
employs Mayo to examine Uicse records, secint 
to think very differently of (he value of the 
work.

servant, receiving a salary of $>500 per in- 
iium from tho State? If Uio work was really 
worth no more than he actually (nid Mayo fur 
doing it, why did he not tell the Uorernor so, 
and, if he hail not time to do tlie work him 
self,give it direcUy to some worUiy,poor man, at 
that pri6e. But by Riis Mr. Culbreth woukl 
have gained notbiii'g. The public would have 
saved about $2,500, it is true, but Mr. Cut 
broth seems not lo think it the fluty of a public 
officer to economise and save the people's mu. 
ney, biit( to take all he can out of the public 
coff'ers. 

Even at this .low price however Mayo seems 
fond of the job; so fond, that he forged th'; 
date of some of the papers to make the job a 
little longer. Yet this is the man employed by 
Mr. Culbreth to discharge a most importar.: 
duty wliicb the Governor and Council had em¬ 
ployed him to do. Mr. Culbreth may say he 
did not koow Mayo was a scoundrel. IVe 
will ask him if he did not know that (his s.imc 
Joseph Mayo, took the benefit of the insolvent 
law, a few years ago, and cheated his credi¬ 
tors out of every dollar he owed them. Arc 
such men to be trusted, and employed by Gu- 
rernment in preference to plain honest men? 

Fellow ciUzens, no men are so clamorous, 
against the administration, as those who hare 
had good, fat offices and have been turned out. 
Let us look to them. I am glad Mr. Culbreth has 
feathered his nest, to use an old fasliioncd say¬ 
ing, hut I am sorry that the way it came 
sits so heavy on bis conscience. He Lad bet¬ 
ter modestly retire; I wish him no harm, but 
as long as be talks I svill write. I have Ju.vt 
heard tliat tlie AVcsl India Ports arc soon lo 
be openei] to our grain. This at least is one 
good thing the present administration hate 
done. It is all fol lol to talk to roe about the 
indirect trade being as good us the direct—Mr. 
Adams was a wise man, yet when he sabl "e 
suff'ered little inconvenience from the loss ul' 
this trade be missed his mark. Any plain fanner 
knows that if he had to freight his grain l» 
Cambridge and there unload it, pay port char¬ 
ges, charter another vessel, reload and carry it 
to Baltimore, his expenses would be increuscl 
ami his grain would sell fop no more w hen il 
reached Baltimore. 

But there is nothing I admire this odmiuls- 
tration so much for, as their efl'orts lo pay o& 
the public debt. When that is paid, if the sur¬ 
plus revenue is divided amongst tho States, 
and not squandered on schemes of Intero:d 
Improvement, wc shall bo able to start our 
free Schools. The friends of General Jack- 
sou have been in oifiee but a little while; let 
us try them a little longer, before we condemn

peration, the magnanimous forbearance they 
nave practised under such cireumstancei of ag¬ 
gravation, wlien only to speak and point to the 
records wonld have covered their slanderers 
with confusion, have not been marvelled at by 
their opponents, and murmured at by many of 
their friends. Calls have been made from va- 
rioui quarters for facts which are generally 
known to exist, (kets necessary for self-de¬ 
fence, and they yet forbore;—what we have 
since found to lie a misplaced delicacy, a gen 
erosity of which the motires are unapprecia 
ted, and the very excess abused, has suffered 
false and prejadiciai statements and appeals 
which, where the subject is wholly known, ex 
cite only surprifle, to go abroad unanswered, und 
to produce on tho minds of strangers, that im¬ 
pression which they failed to make upoo friends 
at home. 

Patience, however, has its Kmits, and the 
false motives and false imputations, and illib 
eral language with wliich that forbearance has 
been met by the opposite party, as shewn par 
ticularly in tho Marylander of Friday, put us 
not only upon active deJ'ence, but juidify us 
and call upon us for a prompt and fearless vin¬ 
ification of the whole course of the adminis¬ 
tration towards Major Barney,and a frank, dis¬ 
passionate exposition of sosoe few of thr vari¬ 
ous reuisoDS, each of which, JurtifoKi

.Mr. Barney, and not refunded until after the 
i‘;e sum bad been transmitted to his success¬ 
or by tho Government.for the same object, 
and suit had been ordered against Mr. Barney. 

JtU a FACT, that in the meantime (between 
h^ removal in April, and this repayment) Mr. 
li^ey had token the benefit ol the insolvent 
(I'Nv and this specifie debt to the United Slates 
IS not in his aobedale as filed,—that when 
suit was ordered in Juoe, he adniittod the debt 
(except the litllc balance before mentioned, up¬ 
on wtiicb the Marylander exults) and that con¬ 
siderable difficulty occurred among his friends 
in replacing the amount. 

For the accuracy of these FACTS, we ap¬ 
peal to the oific’ial documents,—to the re:ords 
of tlie 5tli Auditor's office (or perhaps tliat of 
the .Solicitor of the Treasury); and to Mr. 
jyathaaiel IfTlliasni the Attorney of tlio United I 
.States for this district, and brother inrlaw of Mr.' 
Hiiniey, as the agent of tho government here, 
in collecting the money. 

Wc chullonge diicuiston on this subject,— 
b. t fear none The evidence is too near at 
hand, too readily obtained, and too decisive to 
warrant any denial. 

What then ahnll wo say of tho course of the 
Maiylander, in provoking this statement, in 
forcing upon us the necessity of making it, and 
‘if laboring so violently and so unfairly, to pro¬ 
duce pretodir.es against Gen. Jackson, for re¬ 
moving Mr. Borney from office, hy citing a 
collateral isanc made up on a contested point 
of the amount of default (a fetv dollars mure 
or leas) as an acquittnl on the main question? 

A very large part of their own parly knew 
these facts, and more of the like character;— 
so much so, that some of the strongest political 
friends of Mr. Barney signed a revomnienda- 
tion urging the contirmation of the appoint¬ 
ment of his sueresior in Maicb list. Why 
then did Iheolfirial organs oflhat parly, in the 
face of these facta, oxsoil ood insult iho J.-.rhson 
party, as though, instead of sparing the guilty, 
they had |)v.rseculed the innocent? The an¬ 
swer of this query can only be found in that 
party desperation, which cannot afford to re¬ 
sign any moans of political offence, however 
dishonorable, or unjust. 

We might stop here, and rest tho vindica¬ 
tion ef General Jnekson io removing .Mr. Bar¬ 
ney IVom office upon this statement.

Not to urge at jength 
the principle of rotation in office, the justice 
and propriety of change even wUhosit fault af¬ 
ter many years enjoyment of public bounty— 
and the absurdity of Mr. Barney's complaints 
of the loss of an office, which the records of 
t^ insolvent court, shew, fell short of support ■ 
ing him during his continuance in office, by 
nearly two thoutand dollart a year ,—there are 
actusl fauUt enough proveable, for which he 
should have (leen removed long ago._ 

'1'^ most inmortanl is, a frequent improper 
employment otthe pubiie money, transmitted 
to him for special purposes. Mure ca.sei than 
one have occurred, in which tlie piiblio cred¬ 
itor was kept for a long (itne out of the money 
due him by tlie U. ablates;—after tho Naval 
Ot&er had actually received it and applied it 
to bis own use.

A .''RIEND TO THE POOR- 

Garolioe county. Sept. I Ith 1830. 

AitacDoTa or Tiia PaasiDaiiT.—During lb.( 
late contest for the Presidency, tho following' 
anecdote appeared frequently in the news|»a- 
pers, dressed up in fair or loul eeJors, as the 
parti.iiity or prejudice of editors dictated; and 
uow it is going^the rounds, equally misrapr^ 
sentod, in the English prints. The reaj truth 
of the matter, as gathered from tho Presidant’s 
lips, in tiic presence of Judge Hemphill of Phil¬ 
adelphia, is as follows:— 

Several years ago, while President Jaeksoa 
was a Judge, an unfeeling wretch In Tennes¬ 
see, by the iismo ef Bean, borbarous^ mutil¬ 
ated hit own child Ire cuttiog off Its ean, and, 
in part, its neck. A precept was issued for 
bis apprehension; ana on the day when tlie 
court mat, the Sheriff of the counto returned 
thereon that he could not take bim. The 
presiding Judge (Jackson) toM him be nwit 
ffischsrge bit duty, and. ifneeesMiy, sumnee 
the pois* comitatus to assist him—that th* 
court held him resjionsible for the appearance 
of the man.. 'Die Sheriffi eccordln|pyi sui^ 
moned a multitudinous poew,’ consMting, oi 
abopt SOO individuals, and praoeeiM to esfo 
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■'lla llio prtcap*; but tbc faring vilUh’.who' 
i.»(l for three itayj been lurkihg about the 
I'juTt-houac, welbarmetl, act all Iheir’attcmpts 
;;t defiance, and the SlirrilT gave it uji in des- 
I'.air. lo thia dilemnia, he waa adviaetl by one 
i.f the lawyen to aummon the court, under an 
iinprcwsion that they would refuse or er^c the 
)tiandate,tnd thua furnish nn apology, if not a 
l.-gal cxcnsc.for hia dereliction. So, when the 
• jurl had adjourned and the Judgea were pro- 
ri'cding towiird their hotel to dine, iheSberiu 
s’lniutoned thcni; much to hi.s disappointment, 
.iiidgoJiickaon observed:—“Sir, we will obey 
M)iir summons: off the bench I'do not hold 
i:ivsclf entitled to privilege; but mark, I shall 
‘ ;o that you do your duty'ITie Judge then 
looka pistol, and, accompanied by his brethren 
■md the Sheriff, with the vast pout, advanced 
ip lo a cluster of buabea near which Dean 
>!ood. He looked him in the eyos and said stern¬ 
ly, "Rcttollect, air, that thia is an officer of 
tiw l.iw; if you offer the leaat resistanee to him 
it will he at the peril of your life, therefore sur- 
ri ndcr at once." “If I do surrender," replied 
llcan. “will you promise mo the protection of 
ilie court and the law?” “I will,” wras the an- 
>wer. lie instantly threw down hia weapons 
and surrendered lo the Sheriff: and he, in due 
iiiiic, was convicted and pun'ishcd.

MR. WIRT AND THK liOVERNOR OF 
GEORGIA. 

Mr. nirl lo Governor Gilmer. 

BiLTiMosE, June 4th, 1830 
.SiB—Just respect for the State of Georgia 
and.a desire to avoid a misconstniction which 
might be attended with evil consequent, 
s^em to me to call for a conlmunication which 
under other circumstances, might well bedeei 
vd officious and intrusive. Theexcitement w^ 
regard to the Indians within your borders i 
ri'udy so high, and, on this stule of fee] 
measures of tlie most innocent character _ 
so easily misapprehended and converted int' 
causes of offence, tliat I persuade myself ywr 
F.xcellency will at least approve the motive 
of this letter as a measure of peace. 

The Cherokee nation have consulted me, 
prQfc.<jionally, as to their rights under their va¬ 
rious treaties with the United States. .\iBoiig 
other questions they hare asked me whether, 
under the federal constitution, laws and trea¬ 
ties, the State of Georgia has the right to ex¬ 
tend her laws, compuUtvcIy, into their nation; 
nnd whether this question can or cannot be 
carried for decUion to the Supreme Court of 
the United Sates? I am fully aware of the le- 
rious import of these questions, and regret ex- 
co diiigly that they have arisen.—I foresee dis¬ 
tinctly tlie disastrous consequences which may 
he made tq flow from giving the controversy 
this direction: and yet if it he met and con¬ 
cluded with proper temper, as I trust it will, it 
is quite as apiMirent that itraay prove the means 
afpeace and recoaciliatiuo. I have not sought 
this consultation. It has been east upon roe 
in tliecomnaon and regular practice of my pro¬ 
fession; and according to my understanding 
of my profcMional duties, I am not at liberty to 
refuse cither my ailvice or seviccs to any one 
who cornea to consult me on his legal rights, 
.and who has notliing more in view than the as¬ 
sertion of those rightii according lo the courses 
of tiic laws of the land. 

It is my misfortune to differ with the consti¬ 
tuted authorities of the State of Georgia, on 
the question of her power to extend her laws 
iato the Cherokee nation: and the late debatea 
ia Congress will have satisfied your E.xcellen 
cy that in this opinion 1 am not sin|^ar, but 
that 1 hold it in common with many o7 the most 
distinguished iawyera on our continent. We 
may tw wrong: and, as infallibilitv is not the 
lot of mortaU, those who hold the opposite 
opinion may possibly be wrong. Fortunately 
there exists a tribunal before which this differ¬ 
ence of opinion may be quietly and peaceably 
settled, and to this tribunal I think it may be 
legularly referred. 1 perceive that in the de¬ 
bates to wliicb 1 have alluded a mistaken hii- 
mgnity has been supposed to warp the judg- 
meot oo one aide of this question, and interest 
on the other. In the Supreme court of the 
United States, we shall find a tribunal aa im¬ 
partial and oa enlightened as can be expected 
on this earth; or if partiality can be supposed 
to find its way into that high tribunal, on any 
occasion, it is not on such a one as this, that 
ttie Che^ee nation have a right to expect it 
in tlieir fiivour. 7\i Ihtm tlie courts of the 
United States are fortiKn courli, while they 
are the domettio triln/naU of the States of the 
Union. 

I have told these people (hat I am willing to 
Assist them in bringing their rights for hnal 
decision before (he Supreme Court of (he Uni¬ 
ted States on tlie condition that tliey conduct 
themselves peaceablv towards tlie people oi 
Georgia, and of the U. States, and (hat they 
mahe the question purely a queition of law for 
our courts; but that I will abandon (hem and 
their cause on the first aggression by violence 
OD_thc white people around them which shall 
he'autkorUedby their nation. It is but Justice 
to add that in (hose of the nation who have 
been with me, and who compose (he delega- 
tiofi that have lieen at'Washington through 
the winter, I have not discovered the slightest 
disposition to violence. They arc civilized and 
web informed men—tliey wear our dress— 
speak our language correctly—and in their 
mviners indicate all (he mildness and much of 
the culture and courtesy of our own best cir 
clcs. They assure mo tliat their people ni 
home have abandoned (he habits of savage life 
and subsist by agriculture ai^ tlie other usual 
nnd peaceful pursuita of civilized societies. 
'I'hey prolbis, and 1 believe with entire sincct 
ity, to be willing to make (he questions oi their 
rights under their treaties, questions of pure 
law, /or the decision of our own courts; and as 
1 perceive by the reported debate in Congress 
tiMta measure ofthii sort has been anticipated, 
un'il tliat one of your enlightened Senators in 
that body expressed a strong and without 
doubt a sincere conviction that the decision of 
the J udiciary would, if it should ever be asked, 
be in favor of (he right of the State lo legislate 
over the Cherokee nation, I cannot but indulge 
(he hope that in proposing to brip„" (liis ques- 
lion befora the Supreme Court, I bfiullliave ad 
viMd a measure rather pleasing tlian other- 
wile, to the State of Georgia, 

Be tills as it may, I cannot reconcile it to my 
oirn sense of propriety to have any agen^’ in 
tills affair without amirising your ExceUeiicyL 
frankly and respectfully, of what is intended.— 
I desire to have it distinctly understooil, on 
every band, that neither these people iiortiicir 
counsel aim at any thing more in tliis move- 
luent, than an open, peaceable and respectful 
appeal lo tlie opiiiiun of our own courts, the 
coarts of the Union. 

Your ExcellciMy will not understand me as 
askingor expecting that you will lake the trou¬ 
ble to answer this letter. My object is single 
and sincere; it is simply to avoid aU appear- 
iince of cOQccalment, and all misapprehension 
or surprise on the jiart of the Slate of Geor¬ 
gia, by advising your Excellency fairly and o- 

t icfily, of the measure in contcmplalioh, and 
ly Mitring you (list there iano other purpose 
in jiew tlian a quiet, ]waceable and respectful 
x«rki«ae« of the qiientions of law and right in 
diaMte between the SMule of Georgia and the 
CDfirOfcca 


our nation, tlic Supreme Court of the Uni- j 
ted States. 

Your Excellency will permit me to assure 
you, farther, that in the futuremeaturcs which 
may grow out of this controversy, so far as 
they shall be under my direction, care will be 
taken to give as little trouble as possible to the 
Constituted authorities of (he State of Georgia, 
and that the disetnaion will be conducted with 
all the respect for tho State and its laws which 
consist with the proper assertion of what I con- 
'fider the rights of this unfortunate people. 

Tlie decision may be expedited by making a 
rase by consent, if that course should suit 
the views of the State of Georgia. It is nol 
asked, however, but suggestetl merely for your 
consideration, with an assurance that if it should 
meet your approbation (he Cherokees will 
cheerfully concur in the measure. 

The motives which have led me to trouble 
you with this communication, make it equally 
proper, I think, (hat I should submit a ropy 
of ittotlie I’residentofthe United States; and 
I shall place another copy in tho hands of the 
Cherokee delegation, in order that they may 
distinctly see and remrmber the conduct which 
is expected from their |<cople, and, what, a 
lone, they have a right to expect from m •.

The noble 
family wo see around you, brought up in the 
love of their country, of justice, and of truth, 
wilicnsure to ourcluldieu the peaceable enjoy¬ 
ment of that Charter you arc about to swear 
to maintain, and the benefits of a government 
at once stable nnd free." 

To this addres.s his Royal Highness replied 
as follows— 

"Ucnilemen—By presenting to me this dc- 
c1anifl‘‘" 7°** have testilii.d a confidence which 
deeply nfleclB me. .Attached from conviction 
to cuustituUonal principles, 1 desire nothing so 
much ns a good undentanding between the 
two Chambers. I tbaiik you for affording me 
ground to reckon upon it. You have imposed 
upon me a great task; Iwill endeavor to prove 
my self worthy of it.” 

'riie Moiiiteur of yesterday contains tlic offi¬ 
cial publication ofthe Declaration ofthe Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies, adopted in their silting of i^a- 
turday, in which the Cbainber of Peers have 
declared their concurrence. It also gives tho

It was generally sup- 
jlDicd bis mi.ssion rolatcil to tlie present stale 
of tJrecce, a subject which has engrossed the

eur-eiitly bolicvcd that this unhappy country 
ifill, before its affairs arc adjusted,be the means 
#f iiroducing fresh troubles in Europe. Al- 
Iho'igli llie treaty of Adrianople declares the 
mvigalion of the Black Sea to be open and 
(fee to all nations in amity with the Porte, yet 
llie Turks have given a conslniction to tins ar¬ 
ticle very different from what is generally sup- 
iibscil to be the intent; and on tho mimilers 
of Denmark, Naples, fip.iin, 8ic. applying to 
■ttve their treaties altered, so as to comport 
wlh the article in the treaty of Adrianople, 
declaring the navigation free, the Sublime 
Porte refused, alleging that (lie treaty of Adri- 
aoople could not abrogate former treaties, and 
tlsit those nations who had contracted engage¬ 
ments to pay a certain sum on the passage of 
cich vessel, must continue to do so. 

“About this time Mr. Rhind, our Consul for 
ILe Black Sea, arrived here, and had an offi¬ 
cial interview with the Reis Effendi, who told 
him that American vessels could not enter the 
Bjaclt Sea,until a treaty was made; and that, 
^en then, they must pay certain dues wliicli 
noidd be fixed in tho treaty. 

"The ministers of the powers above mention¬ 
ed applied to .M.'Ribcaiipierre, who addresed 
an official note to the Porte demanding a fill- 
fihncntuf tbd treaty of Adrianople. 'riieTurks 
replied that they had complied willi it, and re¬ 
futed to accede to the demands of the Powers, 
who had treaty slipulatiuns with them; but 
after much ncgutiation the Porte of its own ac¬ 
cord, and as a boon to Russia, sent tliose Pow- 
cis granting the rights requested, but 

in fact annulling their treaties: so tlicse nations 
iioiv only enjoy the right by courtesy—and it 
may at any moment be withilrawn. 

“.Vliout the middle of February the Reis 
Effendi was deposed. ’Iliis, it is said, was ef¬ 
fected by Count Urloff, the Russians having 
discovered that he was a partisan: of the 
English and so completely do they despise that 
man, that when Halil Pacha, the Turkish En¬ 
voy lu Russia, demanded an audience of tlie 
Em|>uror, he was told that he could not be ad- 
niiitcd, unless he disclaimed entirely tlic in- 
strurtions luniisbcil him by tlie Reis Effendi 
—which he did—otherwise his mission would 
have proved fruitless. On rereivine the Pre¬ 
sident's Message, and letters from home, ap¬ 
prising us that our merchants were directing 
tlicir attention to the commerce of the Black 
Sea, all our countrymen here were alarmed at 
Uie coiisi ((ucnccs, and we felt tbatOovernment 
had not turned its attention to this quarter, and 
nffordeil tlto necessary uruteclioii to our citi¬ 
zens,—But yuu may jiiilge of our feelings (of 
surprise and. delight) when, on tho ISih inst. 
Mr. Rhind comiuunicateil to all the Ameri- 
oMfi turn, that he hovl thnl monrinr a* Costs- 
mfssiontr of the United States, closed a treaty 
with the Siililiiue Porte, securing to the Uni¬ 
ted States all the pri vileget en joy m by the most 
favoured nalions, and the free navigation to 
mill from (he Black Sea.

A negro man, lielonging to Mr. II. B. Tal¬ 
bott, of Sliepherdstown, and in the employ¬ 
ment of Mr. Jamca Marshall, of this county, 
committerl suieide, on Wednesday last, by 
hanging himself with h'u wefmn line. Tho 
circumstances eoniiectcd with this affair, have 
been reUited to us in the followine manner: 
James, the servant alluded ( 0 , had been living 
ill the family of Cox's father, while a kid, and 
had probably been (he nurse of that ill-foted 
youth.
